MORE REBEL INFAMY,

Barbarous Conduct of Texan Ex-
Rebel Su ns—They Refuse to
Attend President Johnson's
Brother—His Death Caused
by Want of Medical At-
tendance.

From the Naiheille Press and Tumen.

Some ten days smce, when the telegraph
stated, on authority of General Btrong, a Fede-
ral officer stationed in Texns, that William John-
son, brother of the President, and Collector of
the port of Valssco, Texas, and an old man in
his sixty elghth year, had died 1n congequence
of the refusal of Rebel physicians to give him
professional attention, busing the refusal on the
ground that he was a Union man, and a brother
of the President, this seemed so incredible
that we hesitated first to copy it. It revealed s
barbarity and brutality which we rejoice 1o be-
lieve were not usual during the war,

The medical profession has alwuys been one of
humanity—we almost said above all others;
and that all the physicians within the vicinity
of Valasco should curry their rebelhious feelings
to such an extent as to allow an ed man,
nearly seventy years old, to die for lnck of atien-
tion, simply because he differed from them in
politics, seemed to disgrace humauirtg' itsell, But
the card which was sent (0 us yeste ay, without
our solicitation, by the sons of the deceased, and
the confirmation of the original statement, by
his widow und daughter, of William Johnson,
establighes it= frath bevond all controversy. Wa
republish the material portiom of the card of
Andrew and James Johnsen, who are officers of
the Tennesses peniten

(leneral Strong makes & statement that our
father, Mr. Will Johnson, was sccidentally
shot by the discharge of his own gun, and that a
number of surgeons in Valasco, Texus, where
the accident ocourred, were applied to for assist-
uuce. All refused, and not jonly refused, but
based their refusal upon the grounds that John-
son was & brother to the President, etc. In ad-
dition, we will state that the above are facts, and
that our father had to send to Columbia, Texas,
@ distance of one hundred miles, lor a Federal
surgecn, before getfing any sassistance, Dr, Seads
is the gentleman who came to our father's ussist-
ance from Columbia, but fourteen days having
elapsed, was too late to save hie¢ life, and Dr.
Seads says our father died from neglect, and the
medical taculty generally ot Valasco stated that
there were too many Johusons now.

Within four hours' ride of Valasoo, where Mr,
Johnson lived, there weré no less than twenty
phygicians, yet not one would go to the relief of
the suffering man. Even the one who had been
their family physiclan in times past refused to
aitend upon him. Mr, Johnson's offense was that
he snd his family were decided Unionlsts and re-
latives of the President. He was & qulet, induos.
trious citizen, and although positive in his ad-
herence to the Government, gave provocation to
no man, and that was & crime not to be pardoned
this side of the grave by wretches who would
make no soruple of asking pardon from the Pre-
gident, apd demwanding the restoration of politi-
cal power to their hands, so that they might
bring the Union citizens of Texas under proper
discapline, The Rebels at Valasco say that they
will wait quietly until the degsrture of Federal
troops from the State, and that then they will
manage things to suil themselves, The loyal
citizens are justly alarmed at the prospect, and
dread belng given up to the power of Rebels who
ruled the country with a rod of iron during the
Rebellion,

We can easily understand how loynl wen at
the South sometimes grow heartick and despair
ing when they contemplate the sudden reclama-
tion of thelr Biate affuirs by the Rebels. Let
them take cournge at the thought that the loyal
millions of the North are determined to see that
justice oud protection are guaranteed to them
perpetunlly. There are many of the late parti-
#ans of the Rebellion who intend to be good eiti-
zens, but there are many others who seem given
over to judiclal blinduess, sand are rushing

At Jackson, Mississippi, the freedmen gene-
rally are making contracts. At Yazoo City,
siuce June 1st, 1865, twenty-five thousand bales
of lcotton have beem recovered. A body of
negroes on the Red river rose in arms about
ten days since, und tried to murder their over-
scers, but, falling in this, marched to another
place and awaited reinforcements, but the
militia nabbed them all without serious diffi-
